1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

Therefore, the "handle to attach bicycles" C(laim 
2), the "handle to pull garden stakes" "small tree" "plant roots" "garden hoses" (claim 3) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet"

Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-3 are vague and indefinite. Applicant does not recite as how a method of 
attaching the handle to the items such as one-gallon paint can, one-gallon milk jug, five 
gallon water bottles, bicycles, garden stakes, small trees, or plant roots, garden hoses, 
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or suitcases. Moreover, the claimed phrase "a variety of items that don't have traditional 
handles" (claim 2) is not clearly understood the meaning of "traditional handles". 
Further, the recited phrase "anything that has a diameter of two inches and less" (Claim 
2) is vague and indefinite because "anything" construes can be "anything at all". 
Applicant also fails to recites a method as to how the "handle" is attached to "garden 
stake", "small tree", plant roots", "garden hoses" and "suitcases" because a method to 
attach the "handle" to each item would be different because each item, which is being 
attached, has different structures and shapes. 

8. Regarding claims 1-3, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1-3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schwartz (5,255,947). 

Schwartz (5,255,947) discloses a device and method to attach a lightweight, 
comfortable, portable, and rugged handle (30) to a large water bottle (10), at least 40 lbs 
(see Lines 60-68 of Col. 2). It is pointed out that the Schwartz's device is capable of 
being attached to the items such as one-gallon paint can, one-gallon milk jug, bicycles, 
garden stakes, small trees, or plant roots, garden hoses, or suitcases. 
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Re claim 2, a tubing (36,38) made of plastic (vinyl) or fabric (Col 3, lines 41-52) grips the 
item around once the cord (26,28) is tightened around it. It is pointed out that a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the 
prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 
312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 



11. Claims 1-3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ralston et al. (6,062,520). 

Ralston et al. (6,062,520) discloses a device and method to attach a lightweight, 
comfortable, portable, and rugged handle (12,40) (see Fig. 3) to an item to be lifted up 
and the device having a vinyl (polyurethane) tubing (Col 3, lines 45-51 ). It is pointed out 
that the device is capable of being attached to the items such as one-gallon paint can, 
one-gallon milk jug, bicycles, garden stakes, small trees, or plant roots, garden hoses, or 
suitcases. 

12. Claims 1 and 3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Peterson etal. (5,234,245). 

Peterson et al. (5,234,245) discloses a device and method to attach a lightweight, 
comfortable, portable, and rugged strap (10), which is has a handle, to a plurality of jugs 
(16,16) such as milk or water bottles. It is pointed out that the device is capable of being 
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attached to the items such as bicycles, garden stakes, small trees, or plant roots, garden 
hoses, or suitcases. 

13. Claims 1 and 3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kirschbaum etal. (5,873,616). 

Kirschbaum et al. (5,873,616) discloses a device and method to attach a lightweight, 
comfortable, portable, and rugged handle (60) to a plurality of one gallon containers 
(80,80). It is pointed out that the device is capable of being attached to the items such 
as bicycles, garden stakes, small trees, or plant roots, garden hoses, or suitcases.
